THE JORDAN Valley's mealybug 
woWem has been solved. Until 
recently, mealybugs were at- 
ijcki'ng the citrus crops in the 
Val'ey. As they feed on the ol- 
plant the mealybugs inject 
* 3 il a toxin that causes ttie 
6-nal ends of the plant to die 
! si The leaves and stem then 
I pp to fall and crop losses can 
w 83 much as 50 per cent. Now 
fa bugs have been eliminated, 
not by pesticides or other ex- 
pansive methods, but by a bio- 
lojical control programme that 
costs only JD 167,000 and pro- 
djees no threat to the environ- 
ment. 



In the past, insecticides have 
been used against the mealy- 
bugs but with little success as 
fair bodies are covered with a 
waxy substance that is difficult 
b penetrate. Biological controls, 
usng parasites and predators 
t&\ laed on the mealybug, were 
ten considered and The Jordan 
Valley Agricultural Services 
centre at Delr Alla was chosen 
as the location of the pro- 
gramme. 

Work began with a stroke of 
Wt when Dr Dale Meyerdirk of

numbers could be raised for field 
release. 

Two Ministry of Agriculture 
engineers, Mariam Bashir and 
Mary Badousheh, were assigned 
and over the next two years a 
number of different parasite 
species were collected during 
trips to Guam, Hawai, India, Pa- 
kistan and Egypt while the in- 
sectory was set up at the Jor- 
dan Valley Agricultural Services 
Centre. 

The first parasite release was 
made onto wild Zlzyphus or Chr- 
ist's Thorn bushes which are a 
suitable host plant and which 
the farmers would not be likely 
to spray in their efforts to get rid 
of the mealybug. Once the para- 
sites were established they 
were then released into a num- 
ber of citrus orchards and by as 
early aB 1985 the mealybug po- 
pulation was starting to decline. 
By 1987, the parasites gradually 
spread throughout the Jordan 
Valley and as far south In Jordan 
as Aqaba and the mealybug had 
virtually disappeared. 

There is now no reason why 
the mealybug population should 
re-establish Itself - unless the 
parasite is eliminated by insecti- 
cides used against other Insect 
pBSts. Dr Meyerdirk now recom- 
mends that If farmers are plan- 
ning to use pesticides against 
such pests as mite, aphids and 
scale Insects they should follow 
certain Important guidelines - 1. 
That they use an acaricide com- 
pound against mites. 2. That 
against scale Insects they use a 
summer oil that will suffocate 
only them and have no residual 
effects on other Insects. 


The international dimension 
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and predator introduction 
and new oneB Including sterili- 
zation and genetic manipula- 
tion, are now receiving 
greater attention and funding. 
The United States Is expan- 
ding its programmes and 
UK-baBed Commonwealth In- 
stitute of Biological Control 
(CISC) Is co-operating with 
national centres throughout 
the world. 

Although not a member of 
the Commonwealth, Jordan Is 
eligible to join the CIBC and to 
take advantage of Its services 
such as insect identification, 
literature searches and biolo- 
gical control laboratory ser- 
vices. 

Overall, the Arab states 
have been slow to develop an 
Interest in the work of No, 1 ® 9 /" 
cal control and Dr Meyerdirk Is 
confident that, if It combines 
the • experience gained from 
the mealybug programme ana 
the new projects now planned 
with substantial inter- 
national connections, Jordan 
could establish itself as regio- 
nal leader in the field. 


Tho costs benefits of the 
programme, something that is 
always close to the farmers' 
hearts, are startling. Dr Meyer- 
dirk estimates the wholesale va- 
lue of the 1987 citrus crop at 
around JD 15.3 million. Without 
the biological control pro- 
gramme, and with the use of 
essentially ineffective pes- 
ticides, a 50 per cent loss could 
have been expected, that is JD 
7.6 million. With the cost of two 
pesticide treatments added the 
total loss would be JD 10.2 mill- 
ion. 

In contrast, the three-year- 
-biological control programme 
has cost only JD 167,000 and 
provided the mealybug parasite 
Ib not eliminated, the mealybugs 
should never again be a prob- 
lem. 

Although the mealybug Is now 
under control, Dr Meyerdirk Is 
hoping that the experience and 
knowledge gained by Mariam 
Bashir and Mary Badousheh will 
now be used as the basis both 
for a continuing research pro- 
gramme Into the behaviour of 
the mealybug and its parasites 
snd for the establishment of a 
permanent centre in Jordan for 
biological control programmes. 

The success of the pro- 
gramme has already encou- 
raged Interest In the establish- 
ment of new programmes for the 
control of olive pests, the use of 
predacious mice to control mite 
pests and possibly a progrmme 
for control of white fly vectors 
on vegetables, Including that 
most basic of Jordanian crops, 
the tomato.

UPON ENTERING the open mar- 
ket located on downtown Am- 
man, King Talal Street, one soon 
forgets the rumbling motor 
sounds created by the hapha- 
zardly moving traffic and is In- 
stead greeted by the booming 
resonant voices of the market 
merchants. 

"Talata sfillln Likhyar" (150 
fils for a kifogramme of cucum- 
bers); Batata arba blnos lira" 
(four kilogrammes of potatoes 
for half a dinar); Kiiowaln batata 
brobea (two kilogramme of pota- 
toes for a quarter dinar).'* 

The voices resonate across 
the marketplace, often making It 
difficult for the Inexperienced 
shopper to determine what the 
merchants are saying. 

Cherries, grapefruits, green 
peas, cauliflower, fish, eggs, yo- 
ghurt..., the list goes on. As one 
meanders through the crowded 
alleyways, being careful not to 
walk over some of the stands 
set up right on the walkway, the 
buzzing sounds, coming from 
the numerous customers deter- 
mined to pay less for their 
goods, soon engulf you into a 
world which many never thought 
still existed. 

Unfortunately, as the hot sum- 
mer months approach, the risk 
of contracting sicknesses 
caused by eating contaminated 
foods Is greater than ever. Ac- 
cording to Dr Samar Hinnawl, re- 
sident in charge of the Em- 
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ergency Ward at Jordan Univ- 
ersity Hospital, the hospital 
treats more cases of gaatritls — 
a combination of diarrhoea and 
severe abdominal pains. 

Dr Hinnawi added that a lot of 
this is caused by the Increased 
consumption of fruit juices. Ice- 
cream and other foodstuffs 
either not washed properly or 
contaminated by harmful viruses 
which flourish in perishable 


foods In the hot summer time. 

But in order to control some of 
these summer diseases, the 
Greater Amman Municipality has 
gone to great lenghts over the 
last few years to control the 
spread of disease In the summer 
time. Noting that a lot of the 
problems concerning food poi- 
soning and the like occur mostly 
among those eating foods ob- 
tained from street vendors and 


the varying open food markets 
and shops in the Kingdom, the 
municipality has set up a cam- 
paign to control this epidemic. 

To begin with, stiff penalties 
coming in the form of fines and 
imprisonment are now being 
clamped on offenders. 

According to Greater Amman 
Municipality Public Health Assis- 
tant to the Undersecretary, Dr 
Hussein Zakl, the municipality's 
food observation sector is 
directly concerned with foods 
being sold In open markets and 
by street vendors. 

"The food inspection depart- 
ment is concerned with the 
concept that food be fit for pu- 
blic consumption," stated Dr 
Said. "However," he added, "We 
are still finding it very difficult to 
control the wandering salesmen 
because they usually manage to 
hide from the inspectors." 

To ensure that the city is cov- 
ered thoroughly with food in- 
spectors, the Municipality today 
has a Community Medicine De- 
partment which is one of the 
four public health affairs depart- 
ments set up by the municipality 
According to Dr Said, the food 
observation sector — which is a 
sector of the community medi- 
cine department, concentrates 
on the observation and Inspec- 
tion of food starting from indus- 
trial additive compositions of 
food standards sold to the public 
regarding quality and quantity, 
and setting food handling and 
toransport regulations.

Other areas if 
great concern to the aulhortes 
are the various pubic eatmg 
houses and food stores (and 
throughout the country. 

According to Mr Said, tun'd- 
ings serving food have to pa» 
inspection and be up lo the id 
standards. He added personal 
hygiene of those handling food 
is Just as important, failures 
comply with the law can leads 
fines ranging from JD 20 lo $ 
200 or possible Imprisonmert 
from seven days to as long as i 
year. 

With the summer here. 
municipality has begun a cam- 
paign for the control ol house- 
flies. cockroaches, rats are 
rodents. The campaign 
concentrate on areas such as 
vegetable markets and some ra- 
sidentlal areas.

In pursuit of Jordan’s beauty and soul 
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rab hopes to see It on various 
shelves all over the world. "I 
wish I could show the world how 
beautiful my country is, and how 
contrasted and varied her land- 
scape can be!" 

Indeed, It was not easy to 
achieve this book. Funds had to 
be raised (they are private and 
strictly Jordanian), hundreds of 
trips In the snow or the heat had 
to be taken, climbing hills and 
rocks, crossing rivers and wat- 
erfalls. And Zohrab would be 
there, moving like a tireless hun- 
ter, dressed like a modern ex- 
plorer with hiking boots and 
comfortable clothes full of pock- 
ets everywhere, yet wllh a touch 
of fashion and a pleasant har- 
mony of grey, blue or green. 
And then, armed with his cam- 
eras and lenses, he would start 
his straining and indefatigable 
search for beauty. 

Incidents, such as a car 
breakdown, or a thick haze, or a 
closely missed sunset, are noth- 
ing for him compared to plastic 
bags hanging from tress and 
rocks on the other side of the 


mountain: "My worst times were 
those when 1 had to climb hills 
on the opposite side, after a long 
and painful drive, Just In order to 
clean up by removing all the 
plastic baQ8r How could I take 
a picture of nature with plastic 
bags around?" 

Now all this Is past; still close 
but yet over. Obstacles are 
overcome and pictures taken. 
The book should be ready by 14 
November this year, for His 
Majesty's birthday. The text 
commenting upon the pictures 
will be based on quotations and 
proverbs. They vary from Arabic 
sayings to English, German and 
even Chinese and Russian ones. 
But one thing Is still missing, and 
it Is rather a problem of choice: 
The titlel "Contrasts are huge In 
Jordan; the range goes from 
mountains to valleys, from des- 
erts to forests, and sea to rivers, 
from utter haze and dust to all 
the colours of the rainbow; there 
are so mBny things to say in a 
few wordsl" says Zohrab with a 
mixture of apology (excuse) and 
wonder.

areas of prime concern here as 
well. 

Although their visit to Jordan 
was short, |t covered a lot of 
ground. They began with a key 
meeting with Dr Ziad Fanz, se- 
cretary general of the Ministry of 
Planning, who briefed the team 
of Jordan's comprehensive 
plans for National Educational 


Reform — plans which demons- 
trate clearly the priority given In 
the Kingdom to human resource 
development. 

Depending on their areas of 
specialization, members of the 
group then had meetings with 
senior officials of the Ministries 
of Health, Higher Education, 
Tourism, and Energy, as well as 
the Jordan Electricity Authority 
and Jordan Water Authority. 
Other meetings included those 
with Al-Quds Open University, 
The Palestine Hospital,- The Vo- 
cational Training Corporation, 
Princess Sarvath Community 
College and Mu'tah University. 

Canada's Interest In working 
more closely with Jordan ap- 
pears to be mutual; Dr Farlz and 
a number of senior officials will 
bs visiting there later this month 
to discuss prospects of joint 
ventures and technology trans- 
fer projects in Jordan in co- op- 
eration with Canada. Education 
will be one of several aspects 
discussed, in addition to the 
areas of agriculture, energy, and 

telecommunications. 
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PHC Nurses to play key role in 


AMMAN {Star) — An extraordin- 
ary team of nurses, Is now work- 
ing together to carry forward 
Ministry of Health (MOH) plans 
for an improved health care 
training system. Nawal Haddad 
Shahatit, protect director for the 
Directorate of Planning, Training 
and Research of the MOH, is 
coordinating the creation of a 
National Institute to train both 
nursing tutors and nurse practi- 
tioners in primary health care 
(PHC) nurBing. 


Mrs Shahatit guided site sel- 
ection and preparation for the 
Institute which Is now operating 
in Its own building near the Jor- 
dan College of Nursing. The 
project Is being funded with $12 
million: $6.5 million from the 
Government and $6.5 million 
from the United States Agency 
for International Development 
(USAID). 

Two programmes will be of- 
fered at the Institute: a nurse tu- 
tor training prgramme which will 
take its first class late in Oc- 
tober, and a PHC nurse special- 
ity programme scheduled to 
commence In 1991. Students In 
the tutor training programme will 
be prepared as teachers for the 
MOH colleges and schools of 
nursing throughout Jordan. The 
PHC speciality students will be 
recruited from among “staff' 
nurses who have demonstrated 
outstanding ability, either by 
completing three years of basic 
nursing studies in the top 10 per 
cent of their classes, or by re-

cognition of their current work in 
the field. 

Their studies in PHC will make 
them expert irt matters affecting 
mothers and children, such as 
breastfeeding and proper wean- 


ing, prevention of diarrheal dis- 
ease, health and nutrition edu- 
cation, and birth spacing and 
counselling. They will be trained 
to provide services in patients' 
homes with an emphasis on 


maternal and child health ser- 
vices, immunization program- 
mes, community health develop- 
ment, and providing Information 
Tunis; and Cindy Fehrs, also a 
graduate of Johns Hopkins. 

Ms Fehrs established an in- 
fection control programme for a 
hospital in Saudi Arabia, and 
recently served as Curriculum 
consultant and clinical supervi- 
sor of the Irbld College of Nurs- 
ing. 

Curriculum design and Initial 
instruction will be provided by a 
distinguished four-person team 
of American nurses headed by 
Maureen, Brown. Ms Brown has 
14 years experience in develop- 
ing PHC programmes in such 
countries as Egypt, Yemen and 
Nepal. She holds a masters de- 
gree in Public Health from Johns 
Hopkins University. The other 
nurses are Dr Charlotte Fergu- 
son, who recently coordinated 
nursing programmes for healthy 
delivery In 209 African countries; 
Penny Ann Hatcher, with de- 
grees from Yale and Johns Hop- 
kins, and whose experience In- 
cludes work in Saudi Arabia and 
the family can use to maintain 
good health. 

While the Institute Is beginning 
operations here In Amman, some 
10 Jordanian nurses will be pre- 
paring to become a faculty for 
the Institute. Their preparation 
Includes a one-year programme 
at Johns Hopkins University de- 
signed specifically for the fa- 
culty who will train professionals 
in a PHC specialty.

WHEN LIFE was simple and 
depended on the fulfilment of 
basic needs, man had an Ideal 
psychological balance. But with 
the complexity In the social 
structure that was brought 
about by the age of technology 
and the requirement of modern 
life, man has become more 
turbulent and .psychologically and 
mentally disturbed. Statistics 
show that there Is a high per- 
centage of psychologically dis- 
turbed people , and these dis- 
turbances are manifested in 
more than one way. 

But what is a psychological 
disturbance? and what forms 
does it have? And how are so- 
ciety and genetic inheritance re- 
lated to these disorders? All 
these questions and a lot more 
were answered and discussed 
at a two-day seminar which was 
held at the University of Jordan 
and was organized by the Fa- 
culty of Education and the Busi- 
ness In co-operation with the 
Professional Women's Club 
(BPW) on the occasion of the 
International Child Day. 

In the opening session, Dr 
Mahmoud Samra, speaking on 
behalf of the president of the 
university, said that many people 
who have psychological disor- 
ders, hesitate to be treated, and 
with time their disorders In- 
crease. "In Jordan, we should 
focus on having counselling cen- 
tres far indiviuals to help them to 
adapt to the changes In modern 
life, so that they will be equipped 
to deal, with life's new re- 
quirements, said he. • 

Th»- Dean of the Faculty of 
Education- Dr Abdullah Zeld Kl- 
lani, added (hat there is a defin- 
ite relationship between society 
and psychological problems. The 
degree of these disorders Indi- 
cates society' s' productivity; indi- 


viduals suffering from psycholo- 
gical disorders are less produc- 
tive. Also, changes In the family 
structure, in the value of cur- 
rency, In culture and politics, all 
are part of a mental pressure. 

The high tech era that we live 
In doe 8 not take into considera- 
tion the effect of technology on 
the individual. The criteria used 
in Judging a disorder vary ac- 
cording to customs and tradi- 
tions. What is considered to be 
good conduct in one society 
could be viewed as bad in 
another, he said. 

Hind Abdul Jaber, the pre- 
sident of the BPW explained the 
reasons for the Club's participa- 
tion in such a seminar. She said 
that the BPW holds lectures, 
programmes and educational 
courses for working women. The 
Consultative Services Office for 
Working Women Is within the 
framework of the BPW. Conse- 
quently, one of its aims Is of 
supporting women so that they 
will be able to encounter the 
educational and psychological 
issues of their children. 

Thus this eoclo- 
psychologlcal objective provides 
mothers with adequate informa- 
tion for child orientation. As a re- 
sult mothers are able to advise 
children on a proper choice of 
training and education which 
conform to the developmental 
needs of the country. 

The first session consisted of 
two work papers. Dr All Kama!, a 
special adviser in this field, dis- 
cussed the term 'psychological 
disorder' and its various forms. 
He gave several reasons for the 
importance of this seminar in his 
rather witty ispeech. The most 
significant reason was the mis- 
conception of psychological 
problems snd the biased outlook 
on disturbances of this sort. He 
Bald that Jordan and its edu- 
cated people such as doctors do 
not reduce this prejudice. "Many 


people think that a psychologi- 
cally disturbed individual 16 a nul 
case and belongs In hospital. An 
over used cllch6 is that Buch a 
person belongs In the 'A6fourlan 
(a mental institution in Lennon 
that Is associated with crazi- 
ness). 

He added that a person does 
not like to be told that he is suf- 
fering from a psychological dis- 
order no matter how minor ir» 

problem — to him It Is a scandal.

AMMAN (Star) — Commenting 
on the decision taken by the 
government to form a committee 
to establish the basis for foreign 
exchange guidelines, Dr Fand 
Al-Fanek, a well-known Jorda- 
nian economist, said that he 
finds no reason for forming such 
a committee because it Indicates 
that officials cannot handle the 
problems and find solutions on 
their own. 

In an interview with Ad- 
Dustour dally newspaper, he 
said that the aformentloned 
case is more then technical, but 
It handles the financial policy of 
the government. 

Moreover, Dr Al-Fanek does 
not approve of the membership 
of thia committee, which consists 
of officials and business- 
men. As for the officials, he said 
that they could have solved 
the problem without this com- 
mittee. On the other hand, the 
businessmen should not know 
the trends of the government 
more than other businessmen. In 
other words, this would affect 
the competition In the market 
between different financial insti- 
tutions. 


Dr Al-Fanek added that the 
government should have asked 
for memos from those who could 
help, rather than forming a com- 
mittee for discussion and rally- 
ing support for various trends. 

He added, that the solutions 
are far beyond the authorities of 
the committee because It can- 
not change the financial policy 
behind the crisis. 

As for the solution for the ex- 
change and economic crisis and 
the protection of the Jordanian 
dinar, Dr Al-Fanek has a few 
suggestions: 

1) Increasing or floating the 
Interest rates on the JD In order 
to maintain a reasonable level of 
JD deposits. 

(2) Fixing a new equivalent 

R rlce for the JD to equal two un- 
s of the Specials Drawing 
Rights (SDR), provided that the 
Central Bank (OBJ) defends this 
price end oblige all financial in- 
stitutions to announce their ex- 
change prices on condition that 
the difference would not exceed 
two per cent of the CBJ price.

(4) Decreasing the public expendi- 
tures including the saiarels by 
one per cnet monthly for 12 
months.

THIS YEAR’S British FUm Week (currently being held et the 
Royal Cultural Centre) presents five very different fllmB.TTia 
selection Includes historical subjects, comedy and a thriller 
showing the range of themes covered by the British film In- 
dustry of the 19808. 

The week started off last Monday with the great award- 
winning film "The Mission" directed by Roland Joffe and 
starring Robert de Niro and Jeremy Irons. A production of 
1986, the film Is set in the South American jungle of Iha 
1950's. 

The central Ingredient of the film le the tension between 
the servants of the church represented by the Jesuits end 
the authority of the church represented by the Cardinal. 
"The Mission" Is memorable for Its great performances as 
well as for its spectacular cinematography and fascinating 
musical score. 

The second film of the Week was "Defence of the 
Realm," a political thriller shot In "film nolr” style. Directed 
by David Drury and starring Gabriel Byrne and Denholm Ell- 
iot, the film exposes a political scandal that re- 
sults In the resignation of a politician and 
makes the reputation of young Journalist, The, 
film, produced In 1985, Is an uncompromising critique ol 
certain aspects of contemporary British life.

One question was — "What is 
the number nut I age ol children 
not accompanying you?" The 
relevance of this question was 
totally baffling. Other questions 
included: 

1. Expected date of arrival in UK 

2. Address in UK — including 
hotel accommodation, if any 

3. Whether the applicant has a 
return journey ticket — whether 
Iho return reservation has been 
done or whothor it is on open 
ticket. 

•I. How much money the nppli- 
oanl would bo carrying on his 
person tor his exponsos in UK al 
the time of arrival. 

In lire sequence of events, 
nne would not like to book a 
hotel accommodation in n fore- 
ign country without making sure 
That one would eventually obtain 
a visa. But that is exactly what 
the question in the form expects 
you. The amount of money 
iha l n person would carry for his 
expenses abroad is. I thought, his 
own concern. To ask a person 
the exact quantum of money 
that he would be carrying is — 
as it appears to me — deroga- 
tory to human dignity. Bui. alas! 
similar silly questions appear in 
most visa application forms of 
West European countries. 

The filling of the lorms took 
quite a bit of time and endeav- 
our. As instructed on the forms, I 
answered numbers i - 30: rny 
wife answered numbers 1-17. 
But when the two application 
forms were presented at the 
counter, the person at the coun- 
ter politely slated that even tor 
my wife, a subsidiary applicant, 
answers lo question numbers 
18-30 had to be filled I pointed 
out to him the instructions on 
the top page — and that I had 
complied with the instructions 
But he continued with his insis- 
tence and sweet persuasion: I 
had to yield. 

Last but not the least, the visa 
fees Earlier, in 1983. when I 
was travelling abroad for the 
first time, I was in the Railway 
Ministry in India and had a diplo- 
matic passport. Having come to 
Jordan through a company 
(Ritest. I had had to surrender 
my diplomatic passport and set- 
tle for an official passport. The 
official passport made no im- 
pression on the consular offi- 
cials — who insisted on my pay- 
ing full visa fees — as I was go- 
ing on a private visit. Not even 


the rates applicable lor com- 
monwealth countries were to be 
invoked. 

The logic was pretty sound — 
hard to contradict. I paid visa 
fees at normal rates of JD 22 
per passport for multiple entry. 
Nobody, in my opinion, should 
grudge such apparently high 
visa fees because after all it 
should be reasonable to expect 
that a country should identify 
additional sources of income af- 
ter the loss of an empire where 
the sun never used to set. 

Our search for the embassy 
locations took us to the Belgian 
Embassy which we discovered 
with n certain elation, the like of 
which Columbus felt on discov- 
ering America. The elation, how- 
ever, was short lived. The em- 
bassy was closed. We tried our 
luck again the next day. The se- 
curity gard at the gate showed 
us a wrong door, as we discov- 
ered later. A Itffy came out. with 
apparent annoyance writ large 
on her face. She indicated to me 
that the Consualte section of the 


embassy was In the other wing 
of the building. 

I was, however, not to be 
given the visa application forms 
till I could produce two letters, 
one from the Indian Embassy 
and the other from my employer 
in Jordan. She had no patience 
even to listen to me. I found the 
behaviour rather repulsive and 
gave up the Idea of any further 
dealing with this embassy. In- 
stead. I B9ked an acquaintance 
of mine in Amman to procure for 
me. from the Dutch Consulate 
application forms for visas for 
Benelux countries. It was a 
strange irony of fata that we 
spent our first night of tour of 
mainland Europe in Brussels, 
whose resplendent evening ap- 
pearance made us forget the re- 
pulsive behaviour of their em- 
bassy official in Amman. 

We had to complete three co- 
pies each of the Benelux appli- 
cation. After a good deal of 
struggling we filled the lorm9 
and appeared at the reception 
counter of the Dutch Consulate. 
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In Parls^ F*I^^ B la Concorde 




The girl manning the r»j'. option 
counter said. 

' We don't issuo any visuc 
hero Why don't you go lo the 
Belgian Embassy**" 

II was too much nonsense lo 
gulp from a girl who would bn 
about the nge of mv daughter 
back homo. 

"If you ore not issuing 
visas, what is thi; consulate here 
lor? Why. in that case, do yon 
not close the consulate? Be- 
sides. I collected Iho forms 
through so me body only thre*-- 
days back. The person collecting 
the forms wno told lh.it the dp- 
plica l ions wore to bo submitted 
along with - three passport-size 
phutoymphs for each applicant, 
fee ol JD 4.7h for each passort 
and a rucoinmondation loiter 
from Iho Indian Embnusy After 
having said all tins, it is too lale 
in tho day to say that you do not 
issue visas." 

Since I would nul relent, slici 
decided to puss on her problem 
lo her Assistant Consular Of- 
ficer. We were presented tu him. 

In a refreshing and welcome 
change, the officer, a Jordanian, 
was considerate and sympathe- 
tic. More than anything else, he 
spoke good English; and that 
made communication easier. He 
accepted our application forms 
and said he would send a telex 
to the Netherlands seeking per- 
mission lo issue our visas. We 
were asked to check back after 
a few days. 

When we met the Assistant 
Consular Officer again somb 
days later he said that a reply to 
the telex had not come (I still 
wonder whether a telex was 
really necessary of If It was ever 
sent ) but nevertheless he was 
convinced about my bonafides 
as a tourist and I would get my 
visas. 

I interjected to doubly re- 
assure him that at my age (run- 
ning 55) it was too late in the 
day to seek a Job In a foreign 
country and that I was quite 
happy in my motherland which 
one Indian poet had described 
as "Sareh Jahan se achcha Hin- 
dustan Hamara"(My country In- 
dia, the best in the world). 

The visas were issued. The 
Assistant Consular Officer 
wished me a happy stay in 
Be-ne-lux countries. I do not re- 
collect the name of this officer, 
but may his tribe increase. 

The most pleasant experience 
was obtaining visas for France, 
though the questions to be an- 
swered were not that easy. One 
of lhe questions required you to 
recall, with precision, the ad- 
dress and duration of your last 
stay in France. The consulate 
required only a letter o< recom- 
mendation from the Indian Em- 
bassy, and did not charge any 
visa fee either. The visas were 
granted, with plural entries all- 
owing an overall stay of thirty 
days, and was valid for a period 
of one year from lhe date of 
issue. This was a generous visa 
by all standards. 

The paradox of the situation 
was that on all the three days I 
visited the consular section of 
the French Embassy there were 
only a handful of takers of 
French visa as compared to the 
large crowd noticed in British 
Embassy, despite the high visa 
fees. 

For logistical reasons, being 
located more than 200 kms 
away from Amman, I entrusted 
the visa procurement lor West 
Germany to a colleague of mine 
who was staying in the Amra 
Hotel, a few feet away from 
where the consulate is located. 
The visa was obtained without

tratlons as high as 60 per cent 
and more. These products may 
clear the face of blemishes tem- 
proarlly, but they do not pene- 
trate the infected cells, so the 
spots will reappear," she says. A 
facial medication containing 20 
per cent alcohol can give good 
results but at a slower pace, and 
will be much safer. 

Perfumes, which are high in 
alcohol, should not be used on 
the face, as they can damage 
sensitive skin. 

Another harmful product is the 
antibiotic. Today dermatolog- 
ists can control 80 per cent of all 
acne cases by the use of these 
drugs. However, they supress 
the process rather than cure It. 
As a result, treatment has to be 
continued for a long time, under 
medical supervision, with the 
possibility of side effects. 

Havakimian finds that her Jor- 
danian clients have either oily or 
dry skin — two extremes with 
no intermediate stages. This is 
because of our dry climate, the 
high concentration of chlorine in 
the water (which dries the skin 
and increases the amount of fa- 
cial hair) and the nature of Mid- 
dle Eastern food. 

You can always tell If 
someone is eating the right sort 
of food by the colour and look of 
the complextlon. You are what 
you eat, and therefore your skin 
relfects your eating patterns. A 
simple rule is: if your skin iB oily 
eat a minimum of sugary and 
fatty foods; if your skin is dry 
eat dairy products, nuts, and na- 
tural vegetable oil. 

Hovakimian notes that there is 
a great tendency In Jordan to 
eat a lot of red meat, sweets, 
and greasy food. Beware those 
of you who have been eating 
kettayef and kenafeh after 'II- 


tar'l Your diet should include a 
lot of vegetables and fruits. She 
also recommends drinking as 
much as four litres of water 
every day. 

Try to avoid or cut down on 
coffee, which discolours the 
skin, and cigarettes, which 
cause wrinkles. 

One of the natural products 
used in skin treatments is 
honey. This la used for removing 
blackheads and Is also useful in 
helping to reduce freckles. 
Spread about 30 grams of honey 
on your face and leave it on lor 
half an hour. Afterwards, wash it 
off with herbal tea. 

Most people think that freck- 
els are beautiful, but If you don't 
agree Hovakimian has a reciple 
for you. Combine equal quanti- 
ties of lemon Juice, whole wheat 
flour, honey, and powdered sea 
shells. This concoction Is left on 
your face for one hour. If you 
have Bn abundant supply of 
courage you can sleep with this 
on your face. 

You can also protect your skin 
by reducing exposure to the sun. 
If you must get that tan make 
sure to start with very short tan- 
ning sessions and to use 
protective creams — Hovaki- 
mian recommends those with 
avocado and grapefruit bases. 

To clean your face the skin 
specialist advises using cleans- 
ing milks, tonics, and moisturiz- 
ers. She Is very generous with 
her formulas; here Is one that 
can be used after washing your 
face, to clean the pores more 
deeply. 

Fill a Jar 20 per cent full of al- 
cohol. Add a large quantity of 
scented flower petalB (eg. roses, 
carnations, lavender). Top up 
with mineral water. Cover with a

By now, l had learnt a new 
lesson, though a queer one. I 
had to obtain visas in the se- 
quence of my proposed tour. For 
reasons entirely beyond my con- 
trol, my tour took me to France 
after I had visited Switzerland. 
However, I was forced to take a 
French visa before that of Swit- 
zerland. For the grave act of in- 
discretion of breaking the se- 
quence, committed for reasons 
entirely beyond my control, do I 
owe an apology to the Swiss 
Embassy in Amman? Does tne 
security of Europe and Its peo- 
ple get seriously jeopardised it 
visas are obtained In one se- 
quence and tourists utilise them 
in another?

Finally I got the Swiss vIbs, af- 
ter obtaining those of France 
and Germany, first. My difficul- 
ties of making another trip from 
Ma'an to Amman and back were 
hardly of any consequence to 
the Embassy officials. Nor could 
my social standing In India or 
Jordan make any dent on their 
cool, calculated stubbornness. 

But now I was a thoroughly 
famished person — with hardly 
any energy left for obtaining the 
laBt visa for my European tour. 
For the Austrian visa each one 

of us had to fill out In duplicate a 

form, each of two pages We 
were also told that granting a 
visa would take about seven 


days as all the papers had to be 
forwarded to Austria. 

We decided to call It a day; we 
opted to cut out Austria, the land 
of "Sound of Music" from our 
Itinerary. The exercise of getting 
visas was getting too much of a 
burden to bear. 

It is no small consolation that 
in this human life wounds heal 
rather quickly. By the time we 
arrived at the airport to leave we 
had forgotten our trials and tri- 
bulations of the visa-getting or- 
deal. We were in high spirits, 
looking forward to the tour. 

Our non-stop flight from Am- 
man to London was fairly com- 
fortable, except the occasional 
annoyance caused by the 
presence of three flies In our air- 
craft. I envied them. They did not 
have to purchase air tickets, did 
not have to go through the ten- 
sion of confirmation and recon- 
flrmation of their ticketB. And 
above all, they did not require a 
visa for whichever country they 
were heading to. 

While moving through Immi- 
gration at London's Heathrow 
airport. I had to answer several 
searching questions despite lay- 
ing bare the fact that I had ar- 
rived In that country as a tourist, 
for a limited stay of 3-4 weeks. I 
had to say when I expected to 
return, whether I had to say 
when l expected to return 
whether I had a job In Jordan 
and etc. It appeared as If a re- 
port had been lodged against me 
In the police station and I was 
being questioned as a prime su- 
spect. 1 had a similar experience 
with Immigration at Dover while 
returning from Europe. 

Our coach tour to Europe and 
sack from U.K. was pleasant 
and memorable, thanks to Glo- 
bal Tours who chalked out the 
tour to meticulous details. Some 
of the countries that we passed 


through did not bother at all to 
check our passports or visas; 
some others checked them only 
at one point, entry or exit. And 
this, after all the rigmarole of 
visa procurement, 

All the ordeal that accompa- 
nies the visa procurement Is ex- 
perienced largely by people from 
third world countries, more parti- 
cularly the poorer ones. 

With Improvement In transport 
and communications, the world 
is becoming progressively a 
smaller place to live in. Unless 
we move around the world and 
meet each other we shall conti- 
nue to remain like the proverbial 
frog in the well, unaware of the 
existence of the ocean outlsde. 
Let us hope that In the days to 
come the enthusiasm of a few 
people from the third world, like 
us, will not be stifled and inhi- 
bited by more questions in the 
visa forms, logical or irrelevant, 
more visa fees, and more ha- 
rassment by heartless consular 
officials taking recourse to trivial 
excuses. 


Why not make this planet a 
little more livable and lovable 
with a little more human com- 
passion and consideration?

II 
asked no questions, he offered no information. 

l.* bl f! k doctor, as a professional, should always try to put himself in the 

patient s position. Many patients are in pain, in need of medical help and reluctant lo 
* r personat Privacy invaded. They are often faced with the busy, uncaring 
and distant attitude of the doctor who hastily rushes in to see the overwrought pa- 
J, an d then hastily rushes out again with little or no explanation to the patient 
himself about what is happening to him. 

I blame some of this remote relationship on the doctor because he i9 given loo 
p 9 wer and the patient too little. His American counterparts are more careful 
with their patient relationships because they know that a good relationship will en- 
hance a better business. Incompetent doctors fear being sued. A good American 
doctor win be seen consulting and informing the patient about the disease that lhe 
patient has. If the patient asks a few questions, he will most often find that the doclor 
will give him a detailed explanation of his particular case. 

try^ be ^ er doctor-patient relationship could be of much advantage here in our coun- 

Also, the attitude of the doctor and the hospital staff make 9 a big difference in 
the recovery of the patient while in the hospital. Too often secretaries and nurses am 
orusque and have little or no personal concern for the patient's feelings.

There is known to be only 
one Italian hostage In Lebanon — - Al- 
berto Molinari, an Italian businessman 
resident in Beirut for 20 years, who dis- 
appeared on 1 1 September, 1985.

Against Italy’s advantages he com- 
pares the dilemmas of the major foreign 
power In the Middle East. "In my view, 
the present day responsibilities of the 
United States toward the rest of the 
world do not make a radical change of 
policy every four years permissible," he 
says, with the US elections In mind, In 
his collection of sketches of “both fam- 
ous and Infamous" figures, published by 
Sidgwlck and Jackson. 

Then he asks, in apparent response lo 
criticism of Italy's policy of alleged ap- 
peasement of Arab countries, "Is It really 
a waste of time to try to find points of 
contact In this madly turbulent world? 
Who gains from the Isolation of (Qad- 


hafl}? Did we not receive recognition 
from (British Prime Minister Margaret) 
Thatcher of the usefulness of our 
presence in Tripoli for protecting British 
Interest after diplomatic relations with Li- 
bya were broken off?" 

It is the combination of Andreotti's 
success and experience in the forefront 
of Italian political life that makes hie re- 
collections of many major llgurea of the 
last 40 years so fascinating. With a de- 
tached irony, he describes some of the 
foibles of people from Mrs Thatcher and 
Ronald Reagan to the late Shah Moham- 
med Reza Pahlavi of Iran. Gamal Abdel 
Nasser of Egypt and Indira Gandhi of In- 
dia, Emperor Hirohito of Japan, Cuban 
leader Fidel Castro, Uganda's deposed 
strongman Idi Amin and Qadhafi. 

He recalls a plBce of advice given to 
'Time' magazine for an article on Rea- 
gan's proposed visit to Italy in 1982: 
"Remember America's real friends are 
the ones who don't worry about whether 
the President Is a Republican or a Demo- 
crat; and beware of flatterers who will try 
and ingratiate themselves by speaking ill 
of some of your predecessors." 

Of Mrs Thatcher, he says: "For the 
tragic Argentine attack on the Falkland 
Islands had caused her to clad herself 
entirely in armour, as the coal miners 
and other British trade union groups 
were to discover to their cost." 

Retaining his sense of humour to the 
end, Andreotti quotes Reagan's defini- 
tion of the Iron Lady as “the strongeat 
man to be found in the United Kingdom." 

it Is hard to see Andreotti's sketches 
of the leaders past and present as the 
final word from a senior diplomat still in 
office, but he does leave ample room for 
thought. 

Above all, Andreotti leaves the Im- 
pression that any overall assessment of 
Italian foreign policy must acknowledge 
the reaches of its sophisticated diplo- 
macy. In the absence of serious Western 
leadership, a doctrine such as the one 
held by Andreotti still functions. 


Chernobyl — Two years after 
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that at least a quarter of a million people 
will die in the next few decades due to 
external exposure to gamma radiation 
alone. 

To be fair, there have been earnest at- 
tempts made since the accident to esta- 
blish an early warning system that will 
.allow neighbouring countries to evacuate 
populations and take preventive measur- 
es against a fallout. The IAEA Conven- 
tion on Early Notification of Nuclear Ac- 
cidents was signed by 51 states within 
six months of the Chernobyl accident. 
But critics have attacked the treaty be- 
cause of what they consider to be signi- 
ficant loopholes asnd escape routes. 

For example, It Is left to the Judgment 
of the government of a country where a 
nuclear accident occurs to decide 
whether the fallout will harm the neigh- 
bouring countries. There la no re- 
quirement either for the publication of In 
formation supplied or received by a 
country about a nuclear accident. 

Critics fear that this major flaw In the 
convention may encourage cowitrteB \n 
the fallout path to conceal information, 
aB several west European governments 
actually did after Chernobyl. Most Eu- 
ropean governments have a stal ke in 
making nuclear power look flood . Of the 
26 countries that depend on nuclear 
power for electricity flenaralkm, ,18 are 
In Europe. One outcome of the Cherno 
byl accident has been the Increased lob- 
bying by the nuclear Industry. 

The visible human consequences of 
the accident have bean lighter in Europe 
than Initially assumed, streng^^ fo® 
nuclear lobby's arguments in favour con 
tinufng with most nuclear power pro 
grammes. 

In fact, nuclear power installation 
surged in 1987 with 22 new nuclear 
power reactors being installed In eight 


countries. A further 120 reactors are 
currently under construction In 22 coun- 
tries: most of them scheduled to come 
on line by the early 1090s. Against those 
statistics, however, must be weighed the 
Impact of Chernobyl on the US nuclear 
power Industry, which received Its first 
shock with tha Three Mile Island reactor 
accident In 1079. In the Chernobyl after- 
math, US utilities cancelled or aban- 
doned 64 nuclear projects. 

The critics' answer has bean that al- 
though radiation levels after the fallout 
have been low, the role of low radiation 
In Inducing cancer has yet to be esta- 
blished. The critics also point out that It 
may perhaps be too early to Judge the 
effect of Chernobyl on bfrths, particularly 
in the Soviet Union. A long-term epide- 
miological study of the Ukrainian popula- 
tion most exposed to the fallout Is still 
under way in the Soviet Union. 

Although the nuclear lobby maintains 
that the consequences of a nuclear ac- 
cident are comparable with those ofa 
conventional industrial accident, the hard 
facts the post-Chernobyl ''ctoMup Jn 
the USSR and elsewhere In Europe Indi- 
cate otherwise. 

Vast quantities of the topsoil In the 
area have had to be removed. Livestock 
contaminated directly or by the fallout is 
still being destroyed or Isolated In the 
Ukraine and as far west as Ireland. Res- 
trictions on agriculture remain in force 
Decontamination of housing Is still going 
on Neither Moscow nor other European 
authorities have yet released any es- 
timates of the economic cost ol Cherno- 
bvl which is believed by Independent ex- 
perts to be colossal. Chernobyl remains 
very much a business unfinished.

The 

mostly-needed 

breakthrough 

THE MOSCOW summit has ap- 
parently created a favourable at- 
mosphere for closer co-oporatlon 
between the two superpowers In 
many fields of bilateral Interest. Pre- 
sident Ronald Reagan returned to 
Washington Saturday declaring that 
he was exhilarated by hla meetings 
with Soviet Leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev. Moscow retorted with the 
same Jubilant tone as if old enmity 
and hectic rivalry of the past have 
finally been burled. 

Although the summit may have 
not achieved concrete results In 
terms of definite agreements, its 
greatest achievement has been the 
trust It has generated between the 
two peoples and their leaderships. 
The Soviets and Americans now 
trust and even like each other at a 
seels never reached before. 

During hla four-day stay In the So- 
viet Union, President Reagan found 
out that the "evil empire” Is not 
really that evil and that the Soviets 
aspire for real peace and do not 
seek confrontation. On the other 
hand, the policy of openness Ini- 
tiated by Gorbachev and Reagan’s 
historic visit made the Soviets far 
less hostile to Americans and more 
prepared to embark on a new era 
"of joint action to imporve East- 
WeBt relations.” 

The rapprochement brought 
about between the two superpow- 
ers by the Mosoow summit, how- 
ever. cannot last and prosper If Its 
positive results are kept confined 
within the narrow circle of US- So- 
viet relations. The improvement can 
survive and flourish when other per- 
sistent problems of the world find 
satisfactory solutions through Joint 
US-Soviet co-operation and In ac- 
cordance with International legiti- 
macy. 

The Geneva accord on Afghanis- 
tan, for Instance, has made the road 
to the Moscow summit easy and 
comfortable. Afghanistan offered an 
example on how a solution to a re- 
gional problem can greatly Improve 
the International climate and lead to 
a better superpower understanding. 

The Middle East, which has been 
beset by a Berlea of devastating 
wars and enormous human suffer- 
ing for more than forty years, Is an 
area which needs to be- given abso- 
lute priority by the superpowers In 
their endeavour to reinstate Justice, 
end the agony of the oppressed and 
halt the arrogance of the oppressor. 
It is sIbo a region whose conflict can 
easily develop Into a world-wide 
conflagration and trigger a super- 
power confrontation. 

There are signs that the United 
States might have been Influenced 
by the Soviet arguement about the 
need for serious action to settle the 
Arab- Israeli conflict and put an end 
to the plight of Palestinians under 
atrocious Israeli occupation, if the 
Moscow summit Indeed achieved 
such a remarkable breakthrough it 
would be cited as the most success- 
ful meeting In the world’s modern 
history. 
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OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (Agen- 
cies) — Arab leaders opened 
Tuesday an extraordinary sum- 
mit devoted to upholding the 
Palestinian heroic uprising In the 
occupied territories. The leaders 
who spoke in the open session 
hailed the uprising and ceiled for 
unanimous support to achieve 
the alms and aspirations of the 
Palestinian peopie (see story 
page 20 ). 

Meanwhile, the underground 
command of the uprising Tues- 
day issued statement No. 16, in 
which It called on Palestinians In 
the occupied territories to mark 
today, Thursday, a totai strike 
on the occasion of the seventh 
month of the uprising and the fall 
of the first martyrs on the road 
of liberation. 

The statement aslo set forth a 
schedule for the coming days In 
which it underscored solidarity, 
set-ln strikes, demonstrations 
and other activities aimed at 
cPiailengfng the occupation au- 
thorities. 

In another development, 
students returned to secondary 
schools after more than four 
months of enforced closure by 
the occupation authorities. “It's 
good to be back in school be- 
cause without being educated 
we can't be liberated," said 
Ranna Baha, a 1 7-year-old sen- 
ior at the FreindsQIrls School. 
"We can continue demonstrating 
after we take our classes, but 
education has also to be a prior- 
ity." 

However, Israel's military gov- 
ernment in the occupied West 
Bank Is meeting with fear -struck 
laraeli-appofnted Arab officials 
to try to black a wave of resig- 
nations following the stabbing of 
an Arab mayor, Israel radio re- 
ported. A senior military official 
confirmed that the meetings be- 
gan Tuesday after Hasaan Ta- 
wll, the mayor of the West Bank 
town of EI-BIreh, was Btabbed in 
the heart in an apparent assass- 
ination attempt. 

Later Monday a protest broke 
out at Gaza's Jaballya refugee 
camp, Arab reports said. Offi- 
cials at Qeza City’s Shlfa Hospi- 
tal said a nine-month old girl 
was injured in her left eye by a 
rubber bullet. Another girl was 
wounded when a bullet hit her in 
the mouth. 

Palestinians set tires ablaze 
and flaw PLO flags In the occu- 
pied lands Sunday on the third 
day of a general strike called to 
protest the Middle East trip of 
US Secretary of State George P.

“I 
knew that the Jews would be 
here In the West Bank for a long 
time," he says. 

"How did you know? We our- 
selves weren't sure that we 
would." "That’s because you still 
didn-t know how much It suits a 
person to be a conqueror. You 
thought then that you didn't 
know how to be like that. 

"And what did your neigh- 
bours in the village say when 
you began to learn Hebrew?" 
"At first, they said ’spy.' Later 
they quieted down and saw the 
truth."

"And what Is the truth?" 
"What I said: That wa need to 
learn from you, and take from 
you what you can give us. If you 
leave here now end leave us 
alone, it will be very hard for us." 
He explains, "You have accus- 
tomed us to many things, and 
we aren't what we once were. It 
would be as If you were to take 
us to the middle of a stormy sea 
and Bay to us," Get along on 
your own now." We aren’t ready 
for that yet. Maybe In another 
period of ten years, twenty 
years we will be.

Afterward, he entered 
business. He has extensive links 
with Israel, and his economic si- 
tuation Is good. Because of his 
Israeli connections, and because 
of the things he said, I at first 
suspected that he was telling 
me what he thought 1 wanted to 
hear, but I did him an Injustice. 
Tahir speaks his own free, orig- 
inal thought, without a trace of 
grovelling or the desire to be 
liked. 

"Twenty years have passed," 
he (ells me, “twenty years dur- 
ing which we have been toge- 
ther. You already know that 
Arabs know what theatre Is, and 
we know that Jews don’t have 
tallB. True, not everyone under- 
stands it fully. Sometimes I hear 
a mother here in the village 
shout at her child, 'If you don't 
eat, I 'll tell a Jew to come and 
kill youl' I tell her that she 
should be ashamed to speak 
that way, because If you teach 
your child to fear Jews you In-

life, and, after all, he needs to 
live together with them here, 
right?”- 

Tahir speaks with emotion, 
with urgency. Sweat gathers on 
hla forehead, and hia glasses 
fog over, despite the coldness of 
the large, unheated house. For a 
moment, he makes me think of a 
frightened lawyer, caught be- 
tween two hotheaded dispu- 
tants, trying to appeal to what 
remains of their reason, knowing 
that if they rush at each other he 
will be the first to be crushed. 

"You also have much to learn: 
not to get Into our souls, for ex- 
ample. Why do your soldiers 
need to stop me five times when 
I go to buy a sack of flour In the 
main street of Hebron?

— Heads of 17 Arab states and 
senior officials of three others, 
as well as Pa estlne liberation 
Organization (PLO) Chairman, 
began an extraordinary Arab 
summit here Tuesday with calls 
from His Majesty King Hussein 
and Algerian President Chadlf 


Benjedfd for support of the 
seven-month-oFd Palestinian up- 
rising. 

Speaking at the opening ses- 
sion of the summit, held to rally 
support behind the "Pales- 
tinian revolution," King Hussein 
described the uprising as "the 
path to liberation end dignity" 
and compared It to Algeria's 
struggle for independence from 
France. 

"We extended to our Algerian 
brothers all the support that we 
could, as Ihey struggled heroi- 


cally, offering legendary sacri- 
fices, to grasp their freedom 
from ugly colonial occupation" 
the King said, adding "we are 
gathered here today to recog- 
nize another noble event, revolu- 
tion against another occupation. 

"Just as the Algerian revplu- 
fjon united Arabs, tne Pales- 
tinian revolution on the occupied 
Palestine soil la uniting our feel- 
ings. We stand behind the 
Palestinian cause until the res- 
. toratjcn of Palestinians* legitml- 
ate and national rights." 

.. King Hussein paid an emo- 
tionaltrlbute to the uprla ng, of- 
fering a 'salute of pride 17 to the 
Palestinian, people.
